Boston—President Wilson is home 
- again. The George Washington, with 
the president and his party aboard 
decked ct the outer harbor. 

The George Washington was 48 
corted to cuarantine at the entrance 
to the innzr harbor by a fleet of sub- 
nlurine chasera which joined several 
de: troyers off the coast. 

While there is an undercurrent of 
great curiosity to see the president on 
this. his first visit to Boston since 
he entered the White House, the city 
does not show outwardly it is either 
excited or enthusiastic. 

Unusual precautions are being ta- 
ken that the program shall move 
smoothly and that the president's 
safety shall be fully preserved. An 
unusual number of police and other 
guards will be distributed along the 
liae of march of the parade.

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BOSTON PEOPLE TURN: OUT IN 
THOUSANOS TO PAY HOMAGE 
TO RETURN OF PRESI- 
DENTIAL PARTY. 


AMERICA’S JOB NOT FINISHED 
PRESIDENT TELLS BOSTON 


President. in First Public Addreas 
Threw Down a Challenge to 
Critics of the League of 
Nations’ Plan. 


Boston—When President Wilson 
landed here he was given, as the 
World’s Apostle of Peace, such a 
welcome as probably never was ac- 
eorded a, war hero in history. 

The city literally roared its greeting 
to the chief executive, home from the 
Peace Conferncte, from the moment 
when the assembled thousands, ashore, 
saw, through the lifting mist, the 
Presidential liner, the George Wash- 
ington, and, as the sun shone through 
a rift in the clouds, made out Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilson on deck, while sailors, 
soldiers and marines lined the rail or 
peered from portholes, their cheers 
mingling with those of the civillan 
hosts lining the shore, until the Prea}- 
deut and the immediate membera of 
his party stepped from the cutter Osst- 
pee to the pier. 

After picturing hopes and aspira- 
tions of the peoples of Europe which, 
he said, were based on faith in. the 
United States, President Wilson, in 
his first public speech on his return 
from France, threw down a challenge 
to critics of the league of nations plan. 


Text of Wilson’s Address. 


Gov. Coolidge, Mr. 
citizens: 

I wonder if you are half as glad 
to see me as I am to see you. It 
warms my heart to see a great body 
of my fellow citizens again, becanse 
in some respects during the recent 
months I have been very lonely in- 
deed without your comradeship and 
counsel, and I tried at every step of 
work which fell to me to recall what 
I was sure would meet your counsel 
with regard to the great Matters which 
were under consideration. 

I do not want you to think that I 
have not been appreciative of the ex- 
traordinary generous receptions which 
was given to me ou the other side, in 
saying that it makes me very happy to 
get home again. I do not mean to say 
that I was not very deeply touched 
by the cries that came from the great 
crowds on the other side. But I want 
to say to you in all honesty that I felt 
them to be a call of greeting to you, 
rather than to me. 

I have not come to report the pro- 
ceedings or the results of the proceed- 
ings of the Peace Conference; that 
would be premature. I can say that I 
have received very happy impressions 
from this conference; the impression 
that while there are many differences 
of judgment, while ther® are some 
divergences of object, there is, never- 
theless, a common spirit and a com- 
mon realization of the necessity of 
settling up new standards of right in 
the world. 

Peopte Are Masters. 

Because the men who are in confer- 
ence in Paris realize as keenly as any 
American can realize that they are not 
the masters of their people; that they 
are the servants of their people and 
that the spirit of their people has 
awakened to a new purpose and a new 
conception of their power to realize 
that purpose, and that no man dare 
go home from that conference and re- 
port anything less noble than was ex- 
pected of it. 

The conference seems to you to go 
slowly; from day to day in Paris, it 
seems to go slowly; but I wonder if 
you realize the complexity of the task 
which it has undertaken. It seems as; 
tf the settlements of this war affect | 
and affect directly every great and | 
{1 sometimes think every small nation 
in the world and no one decision can 
prudently be made which is not. prop- 
erly linked in with the great series 
of other decisions which must acco .- 
pany it. And it} must be reckoned in 
with the final result, if the real qual- 
ty and character of that result {s to be 
properly judged. 

Give and Take Rule. 

What we are doing is to hear the 
whole case; hear it from the mouths 
of the men most Interested; hear it 
from those who are officially com- 
missioned to state {t; hear the rival 
claims; hear the claims that affect 
new nationalities, that affect economic 
conditions that have been established 
by the great world war through which 
we have gone. 

And I have been struck by the mod- 
erateness of those who have repre- 
sented national claims, I can testify 
that I have nowhere seen the gleam 
of passion. I have seen earnestness, 
1 have seen tears come to the eyes of 
men who plead for down-trodden peo- 
ple whom thew were privileged to 
speak for; but they were not the tears 
of anguish, they were the tears of 
ardent hope.

‘Was there ever.s0 ‘wonderful a thing 
seen before? Was there ever 80 mov- 
jug a thing? Was there every any fact 
that so bound the nation that had wou 
that esteem forever to deserve it? 


Alt Turn to America. 

I would not have you understand 
that the great men who represent the 
other nations there in conference are 
dis-esteeme’ vy those who know them. 
Quite the coutrary. But you under- 
stand that the nations of Europe have 
again and-again clashed with one an-- 
otfer in competitive interest. 

It is impossible for men to forget 
those sharp issues that were drawn 
between them in times past. It is 
impossible for men to believe that all! 
ambitions have all of a sudden been 
foregone. 

They remember territory that was 
coveted; they remember rights that it 
was attempted to extort; they remem- 
ber political ambitions which it was 
attempted to realize—and, while they 
believe that men have come into a dif- 
ferent temper they cannot forget these 
things, and so they do not resort to 
one another for a dispassionate view 
of the matters in controversy. 

They resort to that nation which has 
won the enviable distinction of being 
regarded as the friend of mankind. 


Why Europe Believes. 


I have been searching for the funda- 
mental fact that converted Europe to 
believe in us, Before this war, Europe 
did not believe in us as she does now. 
She did not believe in use—throughout 
the first three years of the war. She 
seems really to have believed that we 
were holding off because we thought 
we could make more by staying out 
than by going in. 

And all of a sudden, in a short 18 
months, the whole verdict fs re- 
versed. There can be but one explana- 
tion for it. "They saw what we did—- 
that without making a single claim 
we put all our men and all our means 
at the disposal of those who were 
fighting for their homes, in the first 
instance, but for a cause, the cause of 
human rights and justice, and that we 
went in, not to support their national 
claims, but to support the great cause 
which they held in common. 

And when they say that America 
not only held ideals, but acted ideals, 
they were converted to America and 
became firm partisans of those ideals. 


Peace Brings Proud Burden. 


And now do you realize that this con- 
fidence we have established through- 
out the world imposes a burden upon 
ua—if you choose to call it a burden. 
It is one of those burdens which any 
nation ought to be proud to carry. Any 
man who resists the present tides that 
run in the world will find himself 
thrown upon a shore so high and bar- 
ren. that it will seem as if he lrad been 
separated from his human kind for- 
ever, 

The Europe that I left 
day was full of something that it had 
never felt fill its heart so full before. 
It was full of hope. 

The Europe of the second year of 
the war, the Europe of the third year 
of the war, was sinking to a sort of 
stubborn desperation. They did not 
see any great thing 
even when the war should be won. 
They hoped thére would be some sal- 
vage; they hoped that they could clear 
their territories of invading armies; 
they hoped they could set up their 
homes and start their industries 
afresh, but they thought it would sim- 
ply be the resumption of the old life 
that Europe had led—led in fear, led 
in anxiety, led in constant suspicious 
watchfulness. ‘They never dreamed 
that it would be a Europe of settled 
peace and of justified hope. 

U. S, Gives Them Hope. 

And now these ideals have wrought 
this new magic, that all the peoples 
of Europe are buoyed up and confident 
in the spirit of hope, because they be- 


will understand one another, when na- 
tions will support one another in ev- 


' ery just cause, when nations will unite 


every moral and every physical 
strength to see that the right shall 
prevail, 
Calls League Vital. 
Suppose we sign the treaty of peace

world will afford and go home and 
think about our labors; we will know 
that we have left written upon the his- 
toric table at Varsuailles, upoa which 
Vergennes and Benjamin Franklin 
wrote their names, nothing but a mod- 
ern scrap of paper; no mations united 


to make it goad, 
to the down-trodden and fearful peo 
ple of the world that 
safe. Any man who thinks that Am- 
erica will take part in giving the 
world any such rebuff and disappoint- 
ment as that does not know America. 

I invite him to test the sentiments 
of the nation. We set this up to make 
men free and we did not confine our 
conception and course to America and 
now we will make men free. If we 
did not do that the fame of America 
would be gone and all her powers 
would be dissipated. She then would 
have to keep her power for those nar- 
row, selfish, provincial purposes which 
seem so dear to some minds that have 
no sweep beyond the nearest horizon. 
I would welcome no sweeter challenge 
than that.

Do you realize how many 
nations are going to be set up in the 
presence of old and powerful nations 
in Europe and left there, if left by 
us, without a disinterested friend? 


League Fruit of Peace. 

Do you believe in the Polish cause, 
as I do? Are you going to set up 
Poland, immature, inexperienced, as 
yet unorganized, and leave her with a 
circle of armies around her? Do you 
believe in the aspiration of the Czecho- 
Stovaks and the Jugo-Slavs as I do? 
Do you know how many powers would 
be quick to pounce upon them if there 
were not the guarantees of the world 
behind their liberty? 

Have you thought of the suffering 
of Armenia? You poured out your 
yooney to help succor the Armenians 
after they suffered; now set your 
strength so that they shall not suffer 
again. 

Haas Faith in Peopte. 

When | think of the homes on whic 
dull despair would settle, were this 
great hope digappointed, I should wish 
for my part never to have had Amer- 
fea play any part whatever in this 
attempt to emancipate the world. But 
I talk as if there were any question. 
I have no more doubt of the verdict 
of America in this matter than I have 
doubt of the blood that is in me. 

And so my fellow citizens, I have 
come back to report progress, and |! 
do not believe that the progress is 
going to stop short of the goal. The 
nations of the world have set their 
heads to do a great think and they sre 
not going to slacken their purpose. 

And when I speak of the nations of 
the world I do not speak of the gov- 
ernments of the world. 1 speak of the 
peoples who constitute the nations of 
the world. They are in the saddle 
and they are going to see to it that if 
their present governments do not do 
their will, some other governments 
shall, And the secret is out and the 
present governments know it. 


Harmony ts Knowledge. 


There is a great deal of harmony to 
be got out of common knowledge. 
There is a great deal of sympathy to 
ibe got out of living in the same at. 
ij mosphere and except for the differ- 
ences of languages, which puzzled ny 
American ear very sadly, 1 could have 
believed I was at home in France or 
in Italy or in England, when I was on 
the streets, when I was in the pre- 
sence of the crowds, when I was in 
great halls where men were gathered 
| together irrespective of class. 

I did not feel quite so much at home 
there as I do here, but I felt that now 
at any rate, after this storm of war 
bad cleared the air, men wee seeing 
eye to eye everywhere and t these 
were the kind of folks who would uo- 
derstand what the kind of folks at 
home would understand and that they 
were thinking the same things. 

I felt about you as I am reminded 
of a story of that excellent witness 
and good artist, Oliver Herfard, who 
one day, sitting at luncheon at his 
club, Was slapped vigorously on the 
back by a man whom he did not knaw 
very weil. He said: 

(| “Oliver, old boy, how are you?” He 
j looked at him rather coldly.

“Il don't know your name, I don't

DISCHARGED MEN MAY WEAR 
UNIFORMS. 


War department. regulations gov- 
soning the time a discharged Soldier 
1ay continue to wear the uniform, 
chich have not been clear to many 
eople, are definitely explained by 
Aajor Howard L. Campion, in com- 
nand at Fort Wayne. 

The discharged soldier is entitled to 
vear the uniform only until he reach- 
28 his home, if the time that lapses, 
vetween his discharge and arrival 
ome does not exceed three months 
is right to the uniform autorhatical- 
y lapses then. This ruling also ap- 
alies to officers. 

If the man arrives home one day 
fter his discharge, then he no longer 
may wear the uniform. Under pres- 
‘nt regulations, however, the soldier 
or officer may wear the uniform after 
is arrival home on occasion of spe- 
ial ceremony. 

The officer or soldier is compelled 
-o, return his uniform to the fovern- 
nent within four months after his 
‘ischarge, but an act is now before 
songress which would allow him to 
ceep the uniferm and to wear it pro- 
siding he also wears some insignia to 
ve issued by the war department 
showing he is an honorably discharg- 
ed man.

Dear Brother: 

I will write you a few lines to let 
you know that I am still alive and’ 
well and hope this letter will find you 
the Same. 

I don’t feel any too good because it 
is so damp here; we haven’t had any 
snow yet or it hasn’t been coid, but 
just kind of miserable, that’s all. 

I have been in this place, since the 
fore part of December and will prob 
ably stay here until we start for home 
or Germany. If we don't have to go 
over there we will go home pretty 
soon now. 

Well I have seen a little of the fun 
but not much though; I] was under 
shell fire Beveral times and a few air 
raids. 

I was in the Argonne Forests and 
seen the great Hindenburg lines, that 
you have read £0 «:-vck about, out 
when the Americans got unru with 
them they looked more like the ruins 
of an earth quake. We were about 
ten miles from Sedan, when fighting 
ceased. After that we came back to 


but that whole country is nothing but 
I passed through several vil- 
lages, that looked like huge rock piles- 
very Seldom a piece of wall standing. 
Verdun is a fortified city but it was 
pretty well destroyed with air bombs 
and long range artillery, but the Huns 
paid dearly for it all. 

There is no use of me trying to tell 
you what a battle field looks like for 
you couldn’t believe it, if you didn’t 
see it. I have seen horses and men 
artillery and wagons and ammunition 
all look alike, where they had been 
caught in shell fire or machine gun 
t} fire, but I very seldom Seen an Amer- 
ican soldier lying on the field. 

Nearly every thing was handled 
with motor vehicles. Broadway, N. 
Y. had nothing on this for traffic, 
when a battle was going on. I have 
seen two lines of motor trucks—thir- 
t| ty miles long, one line each way and 
ninty per cent of them were made in 
the States.

SOLDIERS STICK TO POSTS 


Chairmen and Their Aids Must Not

Geen Discharged. 


Returns ut the five state headquar- 
ters in Chicago show that the county 
chairmen and other important work- 
ers in the Seventh Federal Reserve 
district are signing up for the fifth 
big loan. ‘They are actuated by the 
same sense of duty, it is reported, ak 
fills the breasts of the soldiers now 
held in France. The soldiers over 
there long for home but they realize 
that their work fs oc done. Garrisons 
must be held along the Rhine until 
peace bas been formally signed and 
the terms of the peace treaty have 
been curried out. 


In the yame way It 18 generally rec- 
ugnized by chairmen and other work- 
ers throughout the Seventh Federal! 
Reserve district, the men who are re- 
sponsible fur the financial part of the 
Wer, cannot quit until the financial ob- 
gations ure discharged. The big bills 
for any undertaking come tn immedl- 
ately after the completion of that 
york, It would be an Irresponsible 
business mau, It 18 conceded on 
oll hands, who would refuse responsi- 
bility for that part of his contractor’s 
bills that cume in after the driving 
of the last nail. 


The Fourth Liberty Loan paid off 
the then outstanding treasury certifi- 
cates of indehtedness and furnished 
enough new money to carry the gov- 
ernment until mid-December. Since 
that date the treasury department has 
been borrowing from the banks at the 
rate of $300.000,000 a week, and by 
the tlme the Victory Loan {s offered 
will owe nearly six billion dollars. The 
Fifth loan money wil pay off these 
bank toans and carry the government 
ontit the money raised under the 1918 
revenue act begins to come in.

“Chief Wheaton says that accord- 
ing to the Federal statutes an Indian 
does not loose any of the rights or 
_ privileges they enjoy or are entitled 
to as members of the tribe or nation 
when they become naturalized. 

“Further, he says, that in all trials 
about the right of property in which 
an Indian may be a party on one side 
and a white person on the other, the 
burden of proof shall rest upon the 
white person, whenever the Indian 
shall make out a presumption of title 
in hjmself from the fact of previous 
possession or ownership.”
